CREEPING CRISIS 
ON THE AUTOBAHN 


by ENNO HOBBING 


Hetastept, Germany 

Great tattered drapes of fog hung from the sky over the Autobahn. 
Beyond Brunswick in the British Zone, where the highway heads due 
east toward Berlin, we were approaching Helmstedt, the traffic con- 
trol point on the British-Soviet Zone border. 

At Helmstedt, Russian caprice reigns supreme. Any Soviet whim 
can stop an American driving from the U.S. Zone to the U.S. sector 
of Berlin or a German going to the German city of Berlin, For a year 
of blockade the Soviets kept the Helmstedt portal completely closed. 
During the last four weeks their “little blockade” has swung the nar- 
row door unpredictably open or shut. 

Just beyond the U.S. and British check points the Autobahn enters 
the woods, There, parked on the right-hand side, we saw the s 
the “little blockade’: a long dark line of 35 tarpaulin-covered trucks 
and trailers, Tough truckers, grimy with diesel oil exhaust, slept in 
their cabs or waited nearby in grumbling groups. 

Near the head of the traffic jam, a jerry-built barracks town spreads 
out among the pines. Here at the barrier itself lies “"Kuschdorf,” a drab 
but busy market square in the middle of nowhere. “Kuschdorf™ is 
named in humorous honor of beefy, cigar-smoking Heinrich Kusch. 
In May 1949, when the big blockade was lifted, Kusch came to sell 
soda pop and snacks to the first interzonal travelers. Today he runs 
a prosperous roadside diner and is the potentate of this strange settle- 
ment at a slit in the ron Curtain, 

On a muddy side strip of the Autobahn the Express-Imbiss, with 
neon lights glaring above its small counter, sells hot dogs, coffee, lem- 
onade and beer. Nearby, a Wechselstube (money exchange) announces 
on a slate blackboard: “Today’s Rate: 640 East marks for 100 West 
marks.” Out in front stands a gray trailer, with a black-and-white sign 
advertising its “‘Fernfahrer Kundendienst” (Truckers’ Service). Here 
the drivers check in and place calls to announce their arrival in Berlin 
or the West. 

Scores of listless, poorly clad figures waddled by us in the slush of 
the westbound Autobahn lane. A short, haggard man was begging for 
cigaret butts. “I fled from the uranium mines in Aue. My family is still 
in Saxony. I had to sell my winter coat in Magdeburg. Maybe I can 
get work in the coal mines in the Ruhr.” His eyes looked up in a plea 
for comfort: “There'll be some truck through here going to the Ruhr, 
won't there?” 

For hours not a truck had moved. The leading vehicles in the Berlin- 
bound line had long since been quickly, competently inspected by 
Western German customs officials and border police. At the head of

He and his companion 
were hardly gone before anoth- 
er trucker, clad in patched blue 
coveralls, came in. “It doesn’t 
say on my papers what zone the 
steel pipes are from. You'd think 
they'd know the Ruhr was in the 
British Zone. Type me some new 
ones, will you?” After him came 
another. “They say they won't 
take a paper that has erasures on 
it,” he growled.

lin firm was on the line, inquir- 
ing about its shipment of card- 
board."*No,”answered the young 
man, “your driver hasn't been 
here yet. Probably waiting back 
in line. Call you as soon as he 
comes.” The door burst open 
and two more truckers came in. 
“These damned papers—"‘cursed 
the first. “Hand them over,” 
sighed the manager and got back 
to his typewriter. 

I walked over to the Express- 
Inbiss for a cup of coffee. A few 
hitchhikers were inside warming 
themselves. Some truckers were 
sipping beer. Behind the count- 
er, the bird-faced, rosy-cheeked 
clerk was mournful. “Truck traf- 
fic has gone down a third,” he 
complained quietly. He nodded 
in the direction of the Soviet bor- 
der. “I went over there last week 
to see how the competition—it’s 
a Communist cooperative res- 
taurant—was doing. They took 
all my money and then fined me 
20 marks. I was in the clink until 
could get someone to come over 
with the money.”? 

Outside, the trucks started up 
again, blowing their black diesel 
exhaust across the Autobahn. 
They crawled forward a few feet. 
“About ten trucks an hour going 
through now,” said a Western 
German cop at my side. 


Day after day at “Kuschdorf” 
the pace of traffic rises and falls 
with the mood of the Soviet bor- 
der police. Sometimes it is six 
trucks an hour, sometimes none, 
sometimes the “normal” rate of 
10 to 12. 

The cost of all this to the very 
sick West Berlin business world 
is only partly measurable in im- 
mediate cash losses and work 
delays. The “blockade of con- 
fidence” looms asa much greater 
danger. Western German firms 
hesitate to place orders with Ber- 
lin factories that cannot guar- 
antee fixed delivery schedules. 
Westerninvestments, which Ber- 
lin badly needs, look ever riskier. 
Without provoking an open cri- 
sis, the “little blockade” is again 
pressing the point that there is 
no real security for Berlin, no 
healthy future. 

‘After an hour we finally got 
through the gates and drove on 
to Berlin. In Berlin the same 
evening I was talking with some 
hardheaded Berlin politicians. 
When Helmstedt and the off-and- 
on blockade came into the con- 
versation, plain speech turned 
to plaintive sighs. “The world 
could understand the challenge 
of the big blockade,” said a civic 
leader. “But who will get excited 
about a few trucks held up today, 
some more tomorrow, a crisis in 
Berlin that just creeps up on you? 
The Russians have learned sub- 
tler ways to do us in.”

The mess that McCarthy had stirred up 
was about to give one of them an issue; the trouble 
was that the country might not be able to afford it.

When Britain recognized Eire as a free state, 
theso-called “Irish Question” disappeared from 
U.S. politics. We had thought it gone forever, 
but we were wrong. For, speaking on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day, Mayor Bill O'Dwyer of New York 
City said of Ulster’s Prime Minister, Sir Basil 
Brooke, that he would be one official who would 
not be welcome at New York’s City Hall. Twelve 
days later a somewhat waggish House of Repre- 
sentatives voted 99 to 66 to withhold all Euro- 
pean Recovery funds from Great Britain after 
June 30 if the partition of Ireland is to be con- 
tinued.

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LET AMERICANS TURN FROM BYGONE ERRORS 10 THE VITAL PRESENT 


Do you remember a movie called Mission 
to Moscow? It was only seven short years 
ago that a huge Hollywood concoction under 
that title was launched upon the American 
public with a great fanfare. The President 
of the United States himself (Franklin D. 
Roosevelt) was widely supposed to be a spon- 
sor. An actor played the part of President 
Roosevelt in the movie, giving cheery sup- 
port to the notion that Joe Stalin (even if he 
had to murder a great many people) was at 
heart a good fellow and that Soviet Commu- 
nism either wasn’t really Communism or 
would turn out to be, in any case, a nice and 
hearty bedfellow of Uncle Sam. 

This movie was based on the official ac- 
tions and reports of America’s own Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, Joseph E. Davies. (Mission 
to Moscow had first appeared as an officially 
approved, best-selling 


a mighty nice man, 
Further he is a very smart man—few smart- 
er. Like Senator Joe McCarthy he was born 
and raised in Wisconsin. He made a fortune 
in the law; finally he married Marjorie Post 
Hutton, one of the very richest of women in 
this land of rich women. And he was one of 
many millionaires and new millionaires who, 
instead of going against Roosevelt in the 
New Deal and wartime years, played ball 
with him—in the interests, as they thought, 
of the country as well as of themselves. 

And why, at this late date, do we bring up 
this movie and Joe Davies? It seems like so 
many ages ago, even if it is only seven years. 
We bring up Mission to Moscow because you 

to go back in recent history, you have 
a remember things like that if you want to 
think with any sanity or clarity about the 
pro-Soviet bias of American Foreign Policy 
in the years between 1933 and 1947. 

The tendency of the American govern- 
ment to yield too much to the pressure of 
Soviet Communism at home and abroad has 
been one of the great tragedies of human his- 
tory, as Lire has often pote out. Why did 
it happen? How did it happen? Why? How? 
That is a truly painful question, And the 
honest answer to itis that no mam living can 

ive an adequate answer. At any rate no man 

as yet done so—and no newspaper, and 
ine, neither the voluminous New 
York imes, nor Senator Vandenberg, nor 
Senator Taft, nor General Marshall, nor 
Eleanor Roosevelt, nor anyone else. The 
true story is too big. It involves not only 
leading personalities; it involves the whole 
trend and thinking of our tragic times. It in- 
volves John L. Lewis, and Phil Murray, who 
knowingly used Communists to build up the 
C.L.0. No one has yet been able to tell this 
whole story. Take Robert Sherwood: his 
book, Roosevelt and Hopkins, has received 
the most flattering praise; he himself has 
been bedecked with medals and honors. His 
book is an honest book as far as it goes, but 
from beginning to end it totally fails to ex- 
plain why the U.S. yielded so much so tragi- 
cally to Soviet policy in so many ways. 

Since the Democratic party was in power 


during this whole period, it is only fair and 
HrORee THaE the Deseoceatic. parry, should 
bear the main responsibility for the tragic 
mistakes of American policy in this period. 
Without the prestige of leading patriotic 
Democrats, the left-wingers in the Demo- 
cratic party could never have led the coun- 
try into its bitter mistakes. 

It is only natural that Republicans should 
seek to exploit this historical weakness of 
the Democratic party. But we deplore parti- 
san exploitation of this weakness at this time 
—an exploitation which has become exces- 
sive and evil. Specifically we deplore the 
wild and irresponsible behavior of Senator 
Joseph McCarthy. We deplore the aid and 
comfort which he has received from Senator 
Taft and some others. 

Joe McCarthy can do just as much dam- 
age to American thinking today and tomor- 
row as Joe Davies may have done in the past. 
It was right to support Russia in war; it was 
wrong to try to whitewash Communism. 
Now, it is right to fight Communism; it is 
wrong, wicked, to smear people indiscrimi- 
nately; most of whom are good Americans. 

‘The danger of Communism is real. And we 
shall not cease to urge greater efforts in fight- 
ing Communism until it is licked. But there 
is a right way and a wrong way to fight Com- 
munism—or any other evil. Itis wrong when 
millions of Americans lose their decent sense 
of judgment and are ready to believe any 
charge leveled against anybody regardless 
of proof. Itis wrong when all officials of a vital 
arm of government—the State Department 
at the moment—are subjected to virulent 
and indiscriminate suspicion. It is wrong 
when the attention and energies of the na- 
tion are focused upon a necessary but second- 
ary item, security, and are thereby diverted 
from the vital and primary item, which is 
foreign policy and what to do about it. 

The past cannot be undone. We Ameri- 
cans desperately need to pull ourselves to- 
gether to wage really effective political war- 
fare against Soviet Consiuinletnsiots 

The great majority of the American peo- 
ple, by their votes or otherwise, are in’ fred 
with the mistakes of the past. These mistakes 
cannot be wiped out by finding a few scape- 
goats. There may ull be some characters 
who need to be removed from public life— 
indeed, we have no doubt that there are, But 
many of those who need to be removed have 
been removed. Others are bound to follow. 

But do you really want to do your part in 
stopping Soviet Communism? Then? what 
you can best do for America and for ‘Ameri- 
‘can principles is not to join in the McCarthy 
lynching bee. What you and all of us can bet- 
ter do for America is to demand more vigor- 
ous and more farsighted American policies 
and efforts in Europe and Asia. 

That is the way you can help to redeem 
American error—maybe in part your error 
—of the past. That is the way you can be a 
true patriot, guaranteeing that American 
principles and not the Politburo will win in 
the decisive decade 1950-1960.

The inhabitants of Pasadena prove that they will buy almost anything if it's offered to them for less 


The city of Pasadena, Calif. has been holding a semiannual rummage sale 
of castoff items for charity for the past 35 years, and by this time the sale’s 
organizers are pretty well hardened to the American public’s insatiable lust 
for anything, however useless, that looks like a bargain. But they were hard- 
ly prepared for the holocaust that overtook them this spring. 

They had filled the block-long city auditorium with 50,000 items, collect- 
ed from Pasadena’s attics and closets and cellars. There were 2,000 pairs of 
shoes (5¢ to $1) and 300 men’s suits (10¢ to $5). Radios that worked were of- 
fered for $1, ones that didn’t for 20¢. There were camp chairs (35¢), umbrellas 


(15¢ to $1), two toilet seats (15¢ and 25¢), flowerpots (2¢), an Army blouse 
with sergeant’s chevrons (154), a silver-plated hip flask (25¢), a papier-maché 
bulldog made in Paris ($25). 

At 9 a.m, the auditorium doors were opened to a crowd that had started 
lining up outside two hours before. By 9:15 there were more than 4,000 in the 
hall, grabbing wildly. One mother of 4-year-old twins, hastily snatching two 
pairs of cowboy boots (25¢ and 10¢) that wouldn't fit, exclaimed: “At that 
price, who cares? They can grow into them.” In this spirit the crowd swept 
through the hall like locusts to produce the results shown on the next page.

ISITORS to Egypt who happen to see King Farouk in the cab- 

arets which he frequents are invariably surprised to find him a 

porcine, thick-featured man with thinning hair and the pomp- 
ous bearing of a bank president. To most Westerners it seems like 
only yesterday that a slender, gracious youth named Farouk be- 
came the first king of a united and independent Egypt since the 
Pharaohs. 

Tt has been almost 13 years. During this time the shy young 
man who came to the throne at the age of 16 has been married and 
divorced, has gained about 90 pounds, has acquired almost abso- 
lute power in the world’s strongest Arab state and has become a 
favorite target of salacious and malicious gossip. Time has wrought 
changes in Farouk’s personality as well as in his physique. At 30 he 
is a moody, petulant, headstrong man whom no one except a Brit- 
ish diplomat has ever told to shut up or go to hell since he became 
the ruler of 20 million Egyptians. 

You do not have to be in Egypt long to discover that Farouk’s 
character has almost as many facets as he has acquaintances. Even 
people who know him well will contradict each other when trying 
to describe him to strangers. Some remember him as likable and un- 
pretentious. A British correspondent recalls how the king knocked 
at the door of his beach house in Alexandria one morning last sum- 
mer. Farouk was wearing swimming trunks and carrying a basket 
of freshly caught shrimp. “Oh look!” cried the correspondent’s 
8-year-old daughter, “the kingfisher!” Delighted, Farouk came in 
and passed a neighborly morning relaxing on the porch and pla 
ing with the little girl. More often Farouk is coldly brusque. Last 
year a beauty contest was held at the Auberge des Pyramides to 
select Miss Egypt of 1949. No sooner had the judges announced 
their decision than a message was sent over from the king's table 
indicating that His Majesty was displeased with the verdict. The 
judges hastily reversed themselves and awarded the cup to an- 
other girl. 

Many persons who know the king insist that he is not as frivolous 
as he seems and that he takes his royal duties seriously. They point 
to his concern over expanding the educational facilities 
try where more than 70% of the population is illiterate. During his 
reign education has become compulsory for children between 7 and 
12, nearly 3,000 elementary schools have been built, the number 
of secondary schools has been quadrupled, and a new university 
named for him has been established in Alexandria, 

Farouk can be an entertaining host and has an engaging, if some- 
what bizarre, sense of humor. He is fond of amusing his guests at 
the Royal Automobile Club, which he visits almost daily, with imi- 
tations of Cairo street hawkers or by whistling, at which he has 


been adept since childhood. Driving home, he likes to startle friends 
with a horn that reproduces the sound of a dog being run over. Yet 


his informality can be deceptive. There are times when the king is 
as touchy about protocol as the stuffiest of diplomatic hostesses. He 
still speaks waspishly of Stanton Griffis, the former U.S. Ambas- 
sador to Egypt, who made the mistake of addressing the king as 
“Your Excellency” instead of “Your Majesty” when he formally 
presented his credentials. 


Pampered, obstinate, capricious 


IKE a pampered child who is used to having his own way, 
Farouk becomes obstinate if contradicted. When he cap 
ciously decided to marry a 16-year-old commoner named Narri- 
man Sadek last December, he blithely ignored foreign criticism and 
the indignation of those of his subjects who felt that it was too high- 
handed even for royalty to grab another man’s fiancée. Nor was he 
deterred by the fact that he had seen the girl only once. 

Under the circumstances it is hardly surprising that Farouk’s 
private life furnishes scandalous stories, some of them true, to fuel 
the endless gossip exchanged at the Long Bar of Shepheard’s Hotel, 
around the tea tables at Groppi’s, in the lounge of the Semiramis 
Hotel and the half dozen other places where Cairo’s cosmopolitan

cafe society gathers two or three times a day for Turkish coffee, 
Scotch whisky and small talk. Most of these stories find their way 
back to the palace and have made Farouk inordinately sensitive to 
criticism. Last fall, when a well-meaning undersecretary suggested 
to the court chamberlain that the king should be more disereet or at 
least less noisy at the late parties he gave in a small apartment near 
the Royal Automobile Club, the young man was abruptly trans- 
ferred from his post in the Department of Agriculture to a diplo- 
matic job in Geneva. Farouk is particularly touchy about the wide- 
spread criticism of his promiscuity where women are concerned. 
Speaking of this to a Western diplomat not long ago, he complained 
that he violated only one of the sins which the Koran enjoins Mos- 
Jems to avoid but that no one gave him any credit for his innocence 
on all the others. Young women who boast of or otherwise discuss pease 
their relations with the king are also sent out of the country on short wich Grill 
notice.

Totalitarian trappings 


'HESE trappings of a totalitarian state are sometimes shock- 
Tis to Americans who come to Egypt expecting to find a con- 
stitutional monarchy of the Scandinavian type. According to the 
1923 constitution the king is supposed to exercise his executive au- 
thority through his ministers and not in conjunction with them. 
The cabinet is supposed to be responsible to parliament, not to Fa- 
rouk. Actually the king has come to do pretty much as he pleases. 
Americans are also shocked by the contrast between the mode of 
life of the thin stratum of wealthy Egyptians and the rest of the 
population. Why are we striving to improve relations with a coun- 
try in which social injustice is so palpable? And why is there no sign 
of unrest among the perennially impoverished fellahin—those 19 
million Egyptian peasants whose standard of living is|so stark and 
primitive as to be scarcely human? 

The answer to the first question is that this curious and most 
ancient of civilized countries—95% of whose area is an arid waste 
—has emerged as the leading political unit in the group of Arab 
states that lie in the strategic Middle East. It was Farouk himself, 
prodded by certain advisers, who took the initiative in groupin all

PROBLEM KING continuo 


To understand why Farouk has lost popularity, you must look 
back at the factors which have shaped his character and produced 
his erratic personality. The most significant was unquestionably 
the sudden death of Kin Fuad in 1936, an event that cut short 
Farouk’s education and thrust him into a role for which he had 
almost no preparation. Farouk is a king who never went to college 
and has traveled little in the world. At 16 he was suddenly sur- 
rounded by courtiers who catered to his whims and seldom dared 
to contradict him. The tragedy of Farouk is that he never had a 
chance to acquire mental discipline or a balanced sense of values. 

Farouk was born in Abdin palace in Cairo on Feb. 11,1920, three 
years after his father had succeeded Hussein as khedive. He was the 
direct descendant of Mohammed Ali, an Albanian tobacco planter 
who was installed by the Turks as viceroy of Egypt in 1805 and who 
founded the dynasty that has ruled this more or less independent 
country ever since. 

Like his younger sisters, Fawzia, Faiz 
pleasure-loving Fuad loved names beginning with F—young Fa- 
rouk was brought up by a foreign governess and learned to speak 
English and French, as well as Arabic, Egypt's official language. His 
childhood was a cloistered one even by royal standards. His play- 
mates were young aristocrats and the children of palace employes. 
(One of the latter, an Italian boy named Antonio Pugli, whose 
father was the palace electrician, later became the royal barber and 
today is one of Farouk’s few intimates, with the title of bey.)

Sasi hecomes Farida 


IN 1935 Farouk was sent to England to attend the Royal Mil- 
itary Academy at Woolwich. Six months later Fuad died, and 
ouk returned to Egypt. The next year, with his mother and his 
sisters, he went to Switzerland for a holiday. It was there that he 
met Sasi Naz Zulficar, the pretty 15-year-old daughter of his moth- 
er’s lady in waiting and the girl he married six months after he took 
the throne as the first boy king of Egypt since ancient times. He 
inherited his father’s penchant for the letter F and called her Farida; 
10 years later he wept as he signed the decree dissolving their mar- 
riage.

Bewildered 
and insecure, Farouk responded clumsily to the love his subjects 
showed for him and his bride. Once he flew his plane along the coast 
and dropped celluloid balls on the mud huts of the fellahin, who 
were urged to redeem them for candy at royal depots.

upied with their own advancement than with enhancing the 
prestige of the monarchy. His leisure hours were largely spent in 
the company of Italians who were acting under orders from their 
embassy to debauch the young king and thereby strengthen Fascist 
Italy’s position in the Middle East. Skilled Italian Jezebels were 
brought all the way from Rome; for them the young king, who had 
never known the life of a bachelor prince, was as easy a pushover 
as an American college boy in Place Pigalle.

Farouk’s boyhood hero was his grandfather, Khedive Ismail, a 
grandiose and gusty gentleman who had a harem of 3,000 women 
and who died in 1895 trying to gulp down two bottles of champagne 
at one draught. As he grew up Farouk’s affection and admiration 
was focused on three people: e, Farida; his principal adviser, 
Ahmed Hassanein Pasha, and a politician named Mustafa El Nahas 
Pasha, Farida has left him; Hassanein is dead; and Nahas is respon- 
sible for his first and bitterest political disillusionment. 


The first betrayal 


auas, the son of a well-to-do peasant, rose to prominence in 
Egyptian affairs as leader of the Wafdist party, a national- 

ist movement dedicated to driving the British out of Egypt. But 
in 1935, at the age of 59, Nahas married a young woman who had 
more ambition than scruples. She saw no advantage in politics 
unless it could be made to pay off; this meant k 
band in power, if necessary at the expense of Wafé 
Gradually Nahas succumbed to the influence of his young bride; 
thus it was that he found himself, seven years later, in the incon- 
gruous role of Britain’s choice for prime minister. For this Farouk 
has never forgiven him.

Fascist-minded advisers, Farouk replied, “I will get rid of my Ital- 
ians, Sir Miles, when you get rid of yours.” 

The situation came to a head later in January 1942. Farouk had 
gone away on a holiday and Sirry, acting under British pressure, 

roke relations with Vichy France, whose Cairo embassy had be- 
comea center for Axis espionage. When Farouk returned he flew into 
a rage. Shortly thereafter Sirry felt obliged to resign, and Farouk 
indicated that he would appoint Aly Maher Pasha, a man with 
known pro-German feelings, as prime minister.

On Feb. 4 army tanks rumbled up to Abdin palace as Sir Miles, 
accompanied by a British general, stalked past startled guards into 
the king’s private quarters. Bluntly and curtly the British ambas- 
sador told Farouk he could make Nahas prime minister or abdicate 
and leave Egypt the next day aboard a British plane. 
i nd humiliated, the king bowed to the Briti: 
glishmen took their leave he stood up. “Sir \ 
tightly, “you will regret this day.” 

y as cabinet lasted two years and eight months. In October 
1944, when the war had moved away from Egypt, Nahas was dis- 
missed. Although the Wafd was returned to power this year and 
Nahas once more became prime minister, his relations with the 
king are still coldly formal. 

Farouk’s character has also been deeply affected by the failure of 
his marriage with Farida, As early as 1944 the queen, weary of his 
flagrant infidelity, asked for a divorce. He refused but permitted 
her to maintain a separate residence at Koubbeh palace while he 
remained at Abdin. She had borne him three daughters but no male 
heirs. As the estrangement persisted, friends urged him to grant 
the divorce and marry again in the interests of the dynasty. H 
finally agreed and on Nov. 17, 1948 signed the divorce decree 

Farida has resumed her maiden name and now lives in seclusion 
in a villa near Cairo. She is still enormously popular among her 
former subjects, most of whom instinctively sided with her when 
she left Farouk. Last fall the king was reported to have suggested 
a reconciliation. Her conditions, which included the dismissal of 
three of his favorite courtiers, were apparently too severe. Bitterly 
Farouk then rescinded his previous instructions that she should 
not remarry and a few weeks later abruptly decided to make Narri- 
man Sadek his queen. While Cairo buzzed with speculation Farida 
went to a theater in downtown Cairo with a woman companion. 
As soon as the audience recognized her, people began applauding

the theater and has avoided public places ever since. 

A third factor affecting Farouk’s present personality, and one 
which has left him confused and forlorn, was the death of Has- 
sanein in a motor accident in 1946, Hassanein was a widely traveled 
Oxford graduate and a noted explorer and archaeologist. Unlike 
too many courtiers, he never fawned on Farouk and was not afraid 
to disagree with him, tactfully. Since Hassanein’s death the king’s 
intimates have been mediocre men, parasites in some cases, who 
are prominent chiefly by virtue of their proximity to the palace. 
He is estranged from most of his own family except his oldest sister 
Fawzia. For the past two years his mother and his two youngest 
sisters, Faika and Fathia, have been living in the U.S., where the 
queen has been undergoing medical treatment. 

Does Farouk have any political philosophy? The question often 
baffles foreign diplomats. People who have tried to draw him out 
agree that his politics are compounded of a latent Anglophobia, 
nourished by the Nahas-Lampson episode; a strong sense of nation- 
alism, and a vague patriarchal conception of himself as a people's 
monarch. 

It is no more surprising for an Egyptian to be anti-British than 
itis for an Indonesian to be anti-Dutch, In spite of the many things 
the British did to modernize the country from 1882 to 1922, the 
fact remains that they came as intruders and stayed on with their 
troops. Egyptians knew that in private the British referred to them 
as “wogs,”’ a term which roughly corresponds to the American GI's 
“gook.” The last British troops were evacuated from Cairo in 
1946, and today Egypt is a completely sovereign state; but the irri- 
tation resulting from decades of British rule will persist for a long 
time to come. As in Ireland, twisting the lion’s tail has become a 
perennial and sure-fire method of gaining popular support. Poli- 
ticians and editorial writers are constantly sniping at the pres- 
ence of a few thousand British troops stationed near the Suez Canal 
and at the Condominium of 1899, which permits the British to 
share in the administration of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Farouk’s 
Anglophobia merely reflects the almost unanimous sentiment of 
his people. 

His nationalism is equally understandable. As the first king of 
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THE GARDENS OF ABDIN PALACE in Cairo, Farouk’s principal resi- 
dence, are elaborately landscaped. The king owns four other palaces in Egypt. 
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a fully independent Egypt, Farouk regards himself as a symbol of 
Egypt's independence after long subjection to a succession of for- 
eign overlords. So do many. of his people. As in most countries 
which have only recently achieved political independence, Egyp- 
tian nationalism can be wildly chauvinistic. A recent brochure about 
Egypt published by the State Tourism Department and the Min- 
istry of Commerce and Industry speaks of Egypt as “the center of 
the world,” a nation whose wealth “makes other countries more 
in need of Egypt than Egypt is in need of them” and a country 
entering a new era “of growing eminence in Middle East affairs, 
under the guidance and wisdom of its King, His Majesty Farouk I, 
‘Whom God Preserve.” 

Egyptian national feelings are not quite as sensi 
as they were during the Israeli war, when Ame 
in the streets of Cairo and U.S. diplomats were given the cold shoul- 
der in all government ministries. But sooner or later in any conver- 
sation about Israel every Egyptian from the king on down will ask 
you testily why American policy is controlled by the Jews.

Father of his people? 


HERE is less basis for Farouk’s somewhat czarist notion of 

himself as the beloved father of his people than there is for 
his nationalism or Anglophobia. Most Egyptians, especially the 
fellahin, feel a kind of comfortable affection, born of familiarity, 
for whoever happens to be their ruler. But Farouk is 
gerate their feelings for him. In 1943 he was seriou 
smashup with a truck and passed a month in the Bri 
hospital at Kassassein, near Cairo. (The accident damaged an eye 
and impaired his sight—which explains why he seldom appears in 
public without dark-lensed glasses.) On his return from the hos- 
pital a vast throng lined the streets to welcome him home to the 
palace. Although the majority were undoubtedly motivated by 
simple curiosity Farouk was profoundly moved, and still speaks of 
this ‘demonstration of loyalty.” 

When this mood is upon him he has been known to walk into 
cabinet meetings and announce, “I represent the people.” He will 
then propose elaborate programs of social reform while his minis- 
ters dutifully take notes and praise him for his vision and leadership. 
“In many ci said a former cabinet minister, “the legislation 
suggested by the king had long ago been enacted into law.” 

Considering his actual and assumed powers, the king could best 
serve his country by acting as a kind of one-man Hoover Commis- 
sion or all-powerful efficiency expert. For Egypt is plagued by a 
top-heavy and self-paralyzing bureaucracy. In the matter of for- 
eign trade, for example, government officials often work at cross 
purposes. The Ministry of Commerce and Industry tries to encour- 
age exports of rice and cotton, but exporters find themselves ham- 
pered by restrictions imposed by subsections of the same ministry 
whose main concern is keeping internal prices down. If goods in- 
tended for export do reach an Egyptian port accompanied by all 
the necessary documents, the stupidity of customs officials has to 
be reckoned with. Not long ago one exporter received an order from 
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the U.S. for several hundred bales of cotton waste. The bales were 
all torn apart and inspected at customs and then sent back to him 
for repacking. Again he shipped the bales. Again they were torn up. 
Finally the exporter canceled the order and sold his waste in Egypt. 

By devoting a few hours a day to streamlining the operations 
of his government the king could make royal intervention a valu- 
able administra instrument. Unfortunately most of his waking 
hours are devoted primarily to self-gratification. 

Farouk rises late, usually in Koubbeh palace, sometimes in Abdin. 
He begins his day with a hearty breakfast consisting of a minimum 
of five or six eggs, a bowl of porridge, a plate of beans and a pot of 
cocoa. Lately he has been dieting to lose weight. In an effort to re- 
duce but maintain his strength he has been eating dozens of oysters, 
which are air-expressed to him from Copenhagen, 200 to 600a week. 

Before lunch Farouk usually has papers to sign, and he also 
glances through a digest of the press. Occasionally he will stop in 
and see his small daughters and their governess. Ferial, 11, and 
Fawzia, 10, live at Koubbeh palace. His youngest, 6-year-old Fadia, 
has been staying with her mother. Part of each afternoon is taken 
up with routine royal duties: cornerstones must be laid, monuments 
dedicated and schools inspected. Visitors who are granted audiences 
at the palace must also be entertained; they are shown his unique 
collection of antique clocks or his coin collection, valued at$4million.

He loves to drive and will often tear through the countryside at 
breakneck speed in one of his fleet of cars (Lincolns and Cadillacs 
are his favorites). When he drives through the streets of Cairo, 
preceded and surrounded by a covey of motorcycle cops, traffic is 
sometimes tied up for an hour. 

Six or seven bodyguards are always within shooting distance of 
the king. These security precautions are understandable in view of 
the fact that two prime ministers (Mahmoud Fahmy El Nokrashy 
Pasha and Ahmed Maher Pasha), a high court judge and a Cairo 
police chief have been bumped off since the war. Except for Ahmed 
Maher, all of these were the victims of the Ikhwan El Muslimin, 
or Moslem Brotherhood, a half-million-strong fraternity of religious 
fanatics which was disbanded a year ago. Farouk has not been shot 
at since 1938 but he is taking no chances, at least in public.

Far down the ladder of life, at the almost inde- 
finable point where animals and plants seem to be 
the same, lives the single-celled amoeba, one of na- 
ture’s smallest and most primitive organisms. In 
its microscopic universe the ordinary amoeba goes 
through its sexless life cycle alone, reproducing 
simply by splitting in half, But one species, scien- 
tists have found, has the peculiar ability to raise it- 
self up one notch on the evolutionary ladder. These

amoebae do this by banding together to form a 
totally new organism, a multicelled slime mold 
called Dictyostelium discoideum, which is a more 
complex form of life. Responding to a mysterious 
excitement, thousands of amoebae suddenly start 
streaming toward each other, forming into cellular 
chains. These pile up into a mound of protoplasm 
which moves off like a worm (below). Just as mys- 
teriously it halts, then starts growing like a plant.

These remarkable photomicrographs by Dr. 
Roman Vishniac, never published before, show the 
life cycle of Dictyostelium discoideum.

Other cities had tried it, but the largest Negro community in the U.S. 
centering in New York’s Harlem, had never staged a debutante cotillion 
in which its daughters could make a bow to society all at once. Last month 
Harlem finally had one, mostly through the efforts of Mrs. Lillian Sharpe 
Hunter (right), one of Harlem’s leading social-event promoters. Mrs. 
Hunter presided over the careful selection of 52 school girls, each one of 

socially acceptable family and sponsored by one of New York’s many 
social and civic clubs. Escorts were all college men. 

The cotillion, held at Harlem’s Rockland Palace Ballroom before an au- 
dience of 4,700, began with a concert. Then the debutantes entered, were 
introduced over a loudspeaker and paraded down the hall with their ladies 
in waiting to join their escorts. After an elaborate cotillion waltz hun- 
dreds of balloons were released (opposite page), and then there was danc- 
ing until 3 a.m. Harlem’s Amsterdam News described the affair as “an 
overwhelming success . . . unusual excitement and picturesque splendor.””
